construction of their engines of war was 
being carried on by day and by night. 
No contracts were made for the delivery 
of work at certain times; everything was 
done under the direct supervision of the 
syndicate and its subordinates: and th» 
work went on with a definiteness and 
rapidity hitherto unknown in naval con-- 
struction. 

In the inidst of the syndicate's labors 
there arrived off the coast of Canada the 
first result of Great Britain's prepara- 
tions for her war with the American 
syndicate, in the shape of the Adamant, 
the largest and finest ironclad which had 
ever crossed the Atiantic, and which 
had been sent to raise the blockade of 
theo Canadian port by the ayndicate's 
vossels, 


This great ship had been especially | 


fitted out to engage in combat with re- 
pellers and crabs. Asfar as was possi- 
ble tho peculiar construction of the syn- 
dicate's veasels had been carefully etud- 
iod, and English specialists in the lino of 
naval construction and ordnanco had 
given moet earnest 
methods of attack and defenso most 
likely to succeed with these novel ships 
of war. The Adamant was the only 
vessel which it had been possible to send 
out in so shorta time, and her cruise 
was somewhat of an experiment. If she 
should be successful in raising: the block- 
ale of the Canadian port, the British 
admiralty would have but little difficulty 
in dealing with the American syndicate. 

The most important object was to pro- 
vide a defense against the screw ex- 
tracting and ruddor breaking crabs; and 
to this end the Adamant had been fitted 
with what was termed a “stern jacket.” 
This was a great cage of heavy tee!
